Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report,  1905. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  read  to  you  iny  6th  Annual  Report. 

(1)  Physical  Feature  and  General  Sandbach  is  a  very  healtliy  Town  situated  on  a  sandy 

Character  of  the  District.  soil  with  an  area  of  2693  acres  and  a  population  at 

last  Census  of  5556. 

(2)  Death  Rate.  During  the  year  1905  there  have  been  76  Deaths,  making  an  average 

per  1000  of  13-6,  this  being  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  while  in  1903 

there  were  90  deaths,  making  an  average  of  1619  per  1000. 

(3)  Infantile  Death-Rate.  Of  the  76  Deaths  during  the  year  16  were  of  Children  under 

1  year  of  age  against  20  for  1904. 

'1  he  principal  causes  of  the  deaths  were  :  Premature  Birth,  3  ;  Congenital  Defects,  2  ;  Wast¬ 
ing  Disease,  3  ;  Convulsions,  2  ;  Pneumonia,  4  ;  Measles,  1  ;  Other  Causes,  1. 
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(4)  Birth  Rate.  There  have  been  153  Births  during  the  year,  75  Boys  and  78  Girls,  against 

136  in  1904,  and  170  in  1903. 

(5)  House  Accommodation  for  There  is  ample,  in  fact  there  are  36  uninhabited  houses. 

Working  Classes.  Those  inhabited  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair  with  plenty 

of  air  space  and  healthy  surroundings. 

(6)  New  Houses.  I  I'egret  to  say  that  there  have  been  no  new  houses  erected  during  the 

year. 

(7)  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  only  two  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Town  and  these  are  kept 

clean  and  well  white-washed  and  have  been  visited  by  me  from  time 

to  time  and  are  not  overcrowded. 

(8)  Slaughter  Houses.  These  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  kept  in  good  order. 

(9)  Ashpits  and  Closets.  These  are  emptied  systematically,  or  on  application,  by  the 

Council’s  own  men  and  carts. 

(10)  Dairies  and  Milkshops.  The  bulk  of  the  Milk  produced  in  the  neighbourhood  is 

sold  direct  to  milk  factories.  The  milk  consumed  in  the 
District  is  obtained  from,  or  sold  by  Farmers,  and  is  mainly  delivered  at  the  doors,  and  the 

milk  is  of  good  quality.  No  prcsecutions  on  this  point  have  taken  place. 

(11)  Cow  Sheds.  These  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be  well  ventilated,  drained,  and 

clean. 

(12)  Sanitary  Alteraticns.  None  of  any  importance  have  been  carried  out  this  year.  A 

few  Water  Closets  have  been  put  in. 

(13)  Nuisances.  None  of  any  special  importance  have  been  notified. 

(14)  Sewage  Question.  The  Sewage  Scheme  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Local 

Government  Board,  but  a  favourable  reply  is  expected  shortly. 

(15)  Factories  and  Workshops.  These  I  visit  regularly  and  have  always  found  them 

well  white-washed  and  very  satisfactory  as  to  air-space 
and  cleanliness  and  there  are  suitab'e  exits  in  case  of  fire.  The  Closet  accommodation  is  good. 
There  have  been  no  new  factories  or  workshops  erected  during  the  year. 

(16)  Bakehouses.  There  are  7  in  the  District,  none  are  underground,  and  all  are  well 

ventilated  and  found  to  be  very  clean  on  inspection. 

(17)  Water  Supply.  '1  his  is  derived  from  an  upland  source  and  brought  down  by  two 

mains,  one  10  inch  and  one  7  inch,  only  one  being  used  at  a  time  so 
that  the  other  may  be  e’eaned  out  without  in  any  way  curtailing  the  supply  of  w’ater  of  the 
Town.  It  is  treated  by  Clarke’s  process  and  is  in  every  way  a  good  sound  water  for  domestic 
purposes. 

(18)  Isolation  Hospital.  The  conjoint  authorities  namely.  The  Congleton  Rural,  Congletoii 

Borough,  Alsager  Urban,  and  Sandbach  Urban  Councils  have 
under  discussion  plans  for  a  new  Isolation  Hospital.  These  plans  are  being  prepared  and  will 
be  submitted  soon  to  the  joint  Committees. 

(19)  Smallpox  Hospital  is  at  Arclid  and  is  in  constant  working  order  with  plenty  of 

accommodation  if  it  is  required. 

(20)  Meat  Inspection  is  carried  on  by  a  local  Committee,  and  no  unsound  meat  has  been 

detected  or  reported  during  the  year. 

(21)  Child  Labour.  There  is  none  in  the  Itistrict  that  does  not  come  under  ivorking  of  the 

Factory  Act. 

(221  Infectious  Diseases.  There  have  been  18  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during 

the  year  :  11  of  Scarletma,  4  of  Enteric,  and  3  of  Erysipelas. 
One  of  the  Enteric  cases  came  home  from  Manchester.  The  majority  of  the  Scailetina  cases 
occiired  during  December,  the  other  children  in  the  infected  houses  were  kept  from  school  and 
suitable  disinfectants  supplied  and  1  am  glad  to  say  that  the  efforts  to  check  the  disease  were 
successful  as  no  other  cases  have  been  reported.  I  may  say  that  3  of  the  cases  occured  in 
one  house  and  2  in  another.  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  the  notifiable  Diseases.

Sanitary  Inspectors  Report 


Bakehouses.  There  are  7  of  these  in  the  District.  These  have  been  inspected  and  found 
well  ventilated,  clean,  and  none  of  them  are  under-ground. 

Dairies.  These  have  been  visited,  found  clean,  and  Water  supply  abundant. 


House  Accommodation. 

for  the  people. 


There  are  3G  Houses  empty  in  the  District.  No  new  ones  have 
been  built  during  the  year  so  that  there  are  plenty  of  houses 


Lodging  Houses.  There  are  two  of  these  in  the  District.  These  have  been  inspected,  one 

of  them  is  old  and  the  provision  made  not  of  the  best,  but  repairs  have 
been  done  to  the  house  and  additional  closet  accommodation  provided.  The  other  house  is  a 
model  of  cleanliness  and  order. 


Milkshops.  These  are  few,  most  of  the  retailers  of  milk  deliver  it  from  the  farm  direct  to 
the  consumer  or  deliver  it  to  the  Milk  Factory  or  llailway  Station,  and  very 
little  is  kept  for  sale  in  the  shops.  These  have  been  visited  and  found  satisfactory  <and  the 
vessels  clean. 


Infectious  Diseases.  These,  as  reported,  have  had  attention.  In  cases  of  Typhoid  a  daily 

visit  has  been  made,  and  the  slops  from  the  sick  room  removed  and 
l)uried  after  disinfection  by  carbolic  acid.  In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  two  visits  per  Aveek  have 
been  paid  and  disinfectants  freely  used  on  the  premises,  and  where  practicable  the  rooms 
fumigated  and  cleaned. 

Meat  Inspection.  This  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  a  Local  Committee,  and  no  case 

of  exposure  of  meat  unfit  tor  food  has  been  detected. 

Sewers.  These  have  been  inspected,  manholes  kept  in  order,  defective  drains  repaired  or 
relaid,  and  improved  ventilation  secured.

The  Plans  for  the  new  Works  have  been  submitted  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  Avhen  approved  the  Avork  will  be  proceeded 


Slaughter  Houses.  These  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  Avell  supplied  Avith 

Avater,  and  are  in  other  respects  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-LaAvs. 

Water  Supply.  The  neAV  Machinery  and  the  neAV  10  in.  IMain  are  now  at  AVork  Avith  very 

satisfactory  results,  and  as  regards  quantity  and  qiiality  the  Avater  is  all 

that  can  be  desired. 


Water  Closets  and  Privies. 

Avith  Pails. 


A  number  of  the  old  kind  of  closets  haA'e  been  superseded 
by  Washdown  Water  Closets  or  in  damp  situations  fitted 


Removal  of  House  This  Avork  has  been  carried  out  in  the  same  AA’ay  and  on  a  similar 
Refuse.  scale  as  in  previous  years.  Tavo  teams,  one  Avholly  and  the  other 

partly  engaged  in  this  A\ork  attending  to  OA-er  1,000  houses.  12,000  visits  have  been  paid  for 
Nightsoil  and  067  Tubs  of  Liquid  Manure  collected  and  sold  value  £80  6s.  6d.  Also  4876 
visits  have  been  paid  for  Ashes,  and  1725  Loads  of  Ashes  removed. 

Workshops.  The  sanitary  arrangements  about  these  have  been  inspected,  refuse  removed, 
and  the  Avorkshops  limeAvashed  and  kept  clean.  No  case  of  overcroAvding  has 

been  discovered.
